The  Motor  Vehicle  Retailing  Trpde,  as  defined  'b-j   the  code, 
covers  the  business  of  "retailing  ne\-i   or  iised  motor  vehicles,  md. 
the  servicing  or  repairing  of  ne\i   or  used  aotor  vehicles."   Ihe 
tern  "-.lotor  vehicles"  includes  "passenger  cars,  truclcs,  truck 
tractors,  husses,  ta:d.ca'bs,  hearses,  avihulaiaces  and  other  corn- 
mercial  vehicles'  for  use  on  the  highway."   Hie  retailing  and  ser- 
vicing of  motorcycles,  fire  s^pparatus,  and  tractors  other  than 
truck  tractors  are  not  covered  by  the  code. 

In  the  data  presented  in  this  report  the  term  "motor  ve- 
hicles" includes  onl;^  "oassenger  cars  and  trucks.   These  data  may, 
however,  be  talcen  as  representa,tive  of  code  coverage  since  pre- 
sumably the  retailing  of  such  vehicles  as  ta::icabs,  busses,  etc. 
is  practically  negligible  in  compaj-ison  with  the  retailing  of  pas- 
senger cars  and  trucks. 

Biscrepsuicies  between  the  number  of  esta.blisliments  reported 
^Tf   the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  by  the  Chilton  Company,  and  by  the 
Code  A-o-thority  are  lorobably  the  result,  not  so  much  of  differences 
in  the  tirge   of  vehicle  handled  by  the  establishments,  but  rather  of 
differences  in  the  definitions  of  a  motor  vehicle  dealer  and  to  the 
degree  of  completeness  of  the  count.  Trie   B-oreau  of  the  Census,  re- 
porting 45,301  establishments  in  1929  and  30,546  in  1933,  covers 
only  those  dealers  who  derive  their  income  principally  from  the  sale 
of  motor  vehicles.   Tiie  Chilton  Con;oany  counts  as  a  motor  vehicle 
dealer  any  dealer  who  sells  motor  vehicles.   Their  figures  were 
54,354  in  1929,  39, 858. in  1935,  ond  35,265  in  1934.   The  figure  of 
35,977  reported  by  the  lational  Automobile  Dealers'  Association  for 
1934  agrees  very  closely  with  the  Chilton  Com.pany's  figoH-e  for  the.t 
year.   The  slightly  larger  number  of  dealers,  39,594,  reported  by 
the  Code  Authority  for  1934  is  probably  due  to  the  more  effective 
registration  organization  of  the  Code  Authority,   Tlie  figures  for 
the  Chilton  Compajiy  and  the  Code  Authority  are,  of  course,  most 
^appropriate  for  the  code.

The  Hctor  Vehicle  Retailing  Trpde,  as  defined  hv  the  code, 
covers  the  business  of  "retailing  nev/  or  "ased  motor  vehicles,  rnd. 

The 
tern  ";.iotor  vehicles"  includes  "passenger  cars,  trucJcs,  truck 
tractors,  husses,  ta:d.cahs,  hearses,  aahulai^ces  and  other  con- 
mercial  vehicles'  for  use  on  the  highway."   Tlie  retailing  and  ser- 
vicing of  motorcycles,  fire  apparatus,  azid  tractors  other  than 
truck  tractors  are  not  covered  "by  the  code. 

In  the  data  presented  in  this  report  the  terra  "motor  ve- 
hicles" includes  only  "oassenger  cars  and  trucks.   These  data  nay, 
however,  be  taicen  as  representative  of  code  coverage  since  pre- 
sumably the  retailing  of  such  vehicles  as  ta::icabs,  busses,  etc.

The  figure  of 
35,977  reported  by  the  National  Automobile  Dealers'  Association  for 
1934  agrees  very  closely  v/ith  the  Chilton  Company's  fi£UJ:'e  for  that 
year.      The  slightly  larger  number  of  dealers,  59,594,  reported  by 
the  Code  Authority  for  1934  is  probably  due  to  the  more  effective 
registration  organization  of  the  Code  Authority,   Tlie  figures  for 
the  Chilton  Compajiy  and  the  Code  Autnority  are,  of  course,  most 
pjopropriate  for  the  code. 

Sources 

The  chief  sources  of  the  data  in  the  accompanying  tables 
ore    the  Bureau  of  the  Census,  the  Chilton  Company,  and  R.  L,  Polk 
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and  Company.  Other  sources  are  the  Code  Authority  for  the  Motor 
Vehicle  detailing  Trade,  the  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics,  and  the 
National  Automobile  Dealers'  Association. 

Bureau  of  the  Census  Data.  -  All  establishments  whose  in- 
come was  derived  primarily  from  the  sale  of  motor  vehicles  were 
included  in  the  classification,  "Motor  Vehicle  Dealers,"  used  by 
the  Census  of  Retail  Distribution  in  1933.   The  income  derived  by 
derlers  from  service  departments,  sale  of  tires  and  batteries, 
and  the  sale  of  storage  space  is  included  in  the  sale  figures,  but 
these  sources  of  additional  business  are  practically  negligible  in 
their  effect  upon  the  total  sales  volume. 

Data  for  1929,  comparable  to  that  for  the  "Motor  Vehicle 
Dealers"  group  used  for  1933,  were  obtained  by  combining  data  for 
the  groups  "Automobile  Salesrooms,"  "Used-Car  Dealers,"  and  "Auto- 
mobile Dealers  with  Farm  Implements  and  Machinery." 

Chilton  Company  Data.  -  Data  from  the  Chilton  Company  on 
the  number  of  dealers  as  published  in  the  Chilton  Class  Journal 
cover  all  dealers  selling  motor  vehicles.   The  number  of  dealers 
reported  for  1934  is  slightly  less  tnan  that  reported  by  the  Code 
Authority  for  that  year  (the  only  year  for  which  Code  Authority 
data  are  available).   The  more  effective  registration  organization 
of  the  Code  Authority  probably  accoionts  for  the  difference.   Since 
the  Code  Authority  suggested  that  the  Chilton  figures  be  used  for 
the  years  preceding  1934  and  since  the  percentage  distribution  of 
dealers  by  states  is  practically  the  same,  with  the  exception  of 
California,  New  York,  and  Ohio,  the  Chilton  figures  have  been  used 
for  1934  as  well  as  other  years. 

5.  L.  Polk  and  Company.  -  Statistics  from  the  Automobile 
Department  of  R.  L.  Polk  and  Company  are  considered  the  most  re- 
liable data  available  on  registrations.   They  cover  the  registra- 
tion of  nei.7  passenger  and  commercial  vehicles.   They  do  not  include 
those  vehicles  which  are  not  required  to  be  registered,  such  as 
ambulances,  fire  apparatus  and  government  owned  vehicles.   Dupli- 
cate registrations  have  been  fairly  well  eliminated,  especially 
within  the  past  several  years. 

Data  from  other  Sources.  -  Descriptions  of  data  from  other 
sources,  as  well  as  the  data  discussed  above,  are  presented  in 
the  notes  accompanying  the  tables.

1.  TOTAL  I\[EW  REGISTRATIONS.  CARS 

Registrations  are  for  new  motor  vehicles  only,  and  exclude 
busses,  anlDulances,  fire  apparatus,  and  government-owned  vehicles. 
Duplications  axe  helieved  to  have  heen  fairly  well  eliminated  dur- 
ing the  past  two  years. 

2.  CAR  FINANCING.  "WHOLESALE"  AND  RETAIL 

The  data  on  wholesale  financing  cover  the  dollar  volume  of 
financing  of  the  sales  of  new  cars  made  "by  manufacturers  to  dealers 
(the  financing  of  dealers'  stocks  of  cars),  while  the  data  on  retail 
financing  cover  the  volume  of  financing  of  sales  made  by  dealers  to 
consumers.  Retail  financing  is  broken  down  into  three  classifica- 
tions, New  Cars,  Used  Cars  and  Unclassified.   The  latter  category 
represents  a  small  ntimber  of  companies  which  reported  only  the  total 
number  of  cars  financed  and  the  total  amotmt  of  financing. 

The  series  represent  approximately  95  per  cent  of  the  total 
business  done  by  finance  companies  in  the  United  States  and  probably 
over  80  per  cent  of  all  financing  in  the  United  States.   The  series 
do  not  include  rediscoxmts,  and  therefore  are  free  from  duplication. 
Prom  January  1928  through  December  1932  the  data  covered  365  identi- 
cal companies,  although  52  of  them  had  gone  out  of  business  by  the 
end  of  1929  and  31  more  by  the  end  of  1932.  From  January  1933  to 
date  the  data  cover  the  remaining  282  companies.   The  figures  are, 
however,  comparable  over  the  period.   Beginning  with  July  1933  a  new 
series  covering  456  identical  companies  was  published  simultaneously 
with  that  of  the  282  identical  companies,  but  the  larger  number  of 
companies  represented  an  increase  of  only  about  3  per  cent  in  the 
size  of  the  (retail)  sample.   The  percentage  increases  in  the  cover- 
age of  the  new  wholesale  financing  series  was  not  quite  so  large  as 
those  in  retail  financing, 

3.  PRICES 

Tracks,  at  Wholesale.  -  The  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  av- 
erage wholesale  price  per  truck  is  a  composite  of  price  quotations 
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from  three  major  manufacturers,  whose  prices  are  considered  repre- 
sentative of  the  price  trend  in  this  "branch  of  the  industry.   In 
comhininf;  these  three  price  quotations  weights  hased  upon  quanti- 
ties produced  (1929-1931  average)  are  used.   The  items  and  their 
respective  weights  are: 

Ford  Truck,  -f  to  1-|  ton  capacity  .1684 
Federal  Truck,  ih  to  4  ton  capacity  .7586 
Diamond  Truck,  -g-  to  4  ton  capacity    .0730 

Passenger  Cars,  at  TWaolesale.  -  The  Bureau  of  Lator  Sta- 
tistics average  wholesale  price  per  passenger  car  is  a  composite 
of  price  quotations  for  six  major  makes  which  are  considered 
representative  of  the  price  trend  in  this  branch  of  the  industry. 
The  prices  of  all  passenger  models  af  these  makes  whose  factory 
prices  are  less  than  $4,000  are  averaged  hy  makes  and  these  averages 
weighted  hy  the  number  of  registrations  per  make  (1929-1931  average).

The  series  are  not  price  series  in  the  usual  sense  that  they 
represent  changes  in  the  price  of  an  identical  comraodity  over  a 
period  of  time.   They  each  represent  a  price  at  specified  points  of 
time  of  a  commodity  (an  automobile  or  truck)  which  changes  from  year 
to  year  as  a  result  of  technical  improvements,  changes  in  style,  etc.
